This  history  is  only  intended  to  be  a  brief  sketch  of  the  life  of  the 
descendants  of  the  Nugen  Family, 

Our  data  goes  back  to  the  year  of  1750,  which  was  sanewhero  near  the 
birth  of  my  Great  Grand  Father,  Richard  Nugen. 

He  no  doubt  had  a  large  family  but  we  have  no  definite  knowledge  of 
more  than  t v/o  of  his  children. 

Great  Grand  Father's  place  of  residence  is  not  certainly  known  but  is 
known  to  have  been  in  the  Eastern  part  of  the  United  States. 

These  two  sons,  sometime  in  their  early  man-hood,  became  desirous  of 
change  and  one  of  them  went  to  the  Southern  part  of  the  United  States,  and 
it  is  said  he  changed  the  spelling  of  his  name  by  adding  the  letter  T,  making 
it  read  Nugent;  however  I  do  not  know  this  to  be  true.

John,  the  other  brother,  who  was  my  Grand  Father,  went  to  what  was  then 
considered  the  west,  and  settled  in  Virginia,  in  that  part  of  tho  state  which 
afterward  became  West  Virginia0  His  home  ms  on  the  Kanawa  River;  where  he 
lived  a  few  years  and  then  moved  further  west  into  Indiana, 

Grand  Father  married  Mary  See,  who  ms  a  sister  of  Charles  See  the 

father  of  Michael  See,  who  came  west  in  an  early  day  and  settled  in  the  State 

of  Iowa,  Michael  See  was  a  minister  of  the  Gospel  and  was  quite  a  noted 

character  in  this  part  of  Iowa;  many  of  the  older  Nugens  of  this  country  will 

remember  him  well. 

John  Nugen  and  Mary  See  Nugen  his  wife  had  a  very  large  family,  fourteen 
children  in  all,  two  of  them  died  in  early  life;  the  remaining  twelve  all 
lived  to  be  very  old  people. 

It  is  said  that  there  was  a  period  of  over  sixty  years  in  which  there 
was  no  death  in  this  family;  which  is  indeed  a  very  unusual  occurrence,  es¬ 
pecially  in  so  large  a  family  as  this  one. 

Grand  Father,  John  Nugen' s  death  occurred,  July  11,  1859,  according  to 
the  family  record  kept  by  my  father,  David  Nugen. 

The  names  of  the  children  of  John  Nugen  who  lived  to  man  and  womanhood, 
are  as  follows:  David,  Jarrett,  Charles,  Silas,  George,  Thomas,  Elizabeth, 
Theresa,  Margaret,  Nancy,  Mary,  Lucy  Ann. 
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They  all  married  and  had  large  families*  I  should  like  to  trace  the  des¬ 
cent  of  each  of  the  family  but  on  account  of  their  being  scattered  all  over 
the  United  States  it  would  be  impossible  to  do  so*  Therefore  I  will  attempt 
to  trace  only  the  genealogy  of  the  four  sons  who  came  to  Iowa  in  an  early  day, 
that  is,  oi  David,  Charles,  Jarrdtt  and  Sil-as. 

David  Nugen. 

David  Nugen  was  born  October  15,  A.D.  1810,  in  the  state  of  Virginia.  In 
the  year  1833  he  married  Elizabeth  Rector  who  was  born  in  North  Carolina  Feb¬ 
ruary  4,  1812  and  came  to  Indiana  when  about  15  years  old.  After  marriage 
they  made  their  home  in  Indiana  until  the  year  1840  when  with  their  four 
little  children  they  moved  to  Iowa.  They  settled  on  a  farm  near  New  London , 
Iowa,  and  made  it  their  permanent  home. 

They  had  a  family,  of  ten  children,  eight  of  whom  lived  to  man  and  woman¬ 
hood.  Two  died  in  infancy.  The  names  of  the  family  follow  in  order  of  their 
birth:  Mary  J.,  John  D.,  Nancy,  Elizabeth  E.,  Richard,  Franklin,  Jarrett, 

David,  Charles,  Columbus.  Franklin  and  Charles  were  those  who  passed  in 
infancy. 

Mary  J.  Nugen. 

Mary  J.  Nugen  was  born  Jan.  5,  A.D.  1834  in  Indiana' and  came  to  Iowa  when 
about  7  years  of  age,  was  twice  married.  First  husband  was  John  P.  Kennett 
who  enlisted  in  the  civil  war,  Do.  K.,  25th  Regular  Iowa  Volunteers  and  was 
killed  in  the  rifle  pits  at  the  siege  of  Vicksburg. 

Mary  J.  Nugen' s  second  husband  was  John  C.  Nugen  [son  of  Charles  Nugen], 
also  a  soldier  of  the  Civil  War.  He  was  born  in  Iowa  in  1839  and  followed  the 
occupation  of  faming.  He  enlisted  as  a  volunteer  in  Aug.  1862  in  Co.  K,  25th 
Regulars,  honorably  discharged  June  1865  at  Washington,  D.C.,  by  reason  of 
expiration  of  tern  of  service.  I’hey  were  married  in  1865;  two  children  were 
born  to  this  union,  George  W.  and  Nancy. 

George  W.  Nugen. 

George  W.  Nugen  and  Ollie  Clingman  were  married  October  7,  1903;  to 
this  union  were  born  twro  children,  Genevia  and  Birdie.  Genevia  Nugen  died 
Dec.  2,  1918,  about  the  time  she  was  blooming  into  womanhood. 

Nancy  Nugen. 

Nancy  Nugen  married  Reuben  Hansen,  Dec.  25,  1907;  both  parties  were 
born  in  the  state  of  Iowa.  One  son  was  born  to  this  union,  John  Hansen. 

John  D,  Nugen. 

John  D.  Nugen,  oldest  son  of  David  and  Elizabeth  Nugen,  was  born  in  the 
state  of  Indiana  in  the  year  A.D,  1835,  came  to  Iowa  with  his  parents  in  1540; 
he  took  a  very  active  part  in  helping  to  improve  and  build  up  his  Luther's  homo 
place  just  West  of  the  town  of  New  London.  In  pioneer  days  such  labor  was  re¬ 
quired;  all  fencing  was  made  of  home  made  rails;  as  well  as  other  strenuous 
duties,  such  as  this  generation  knowr  not  of. 
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John  D.  married  Margaret  Farrel.  To  this  union  were  born  ten  children, 
two  of  which  died  in  infancy.  Eight  lived  to  man  and  womanhood,  they  are  as

Nellie  Nugen.  Nellie  Nugen,  daughter  of  John  P,  and  Emma  Nugen, 
was  born  in  Lee  Co.,  Iowa.  She  married  a  Mr.  Garrison.  Four  children  were 
born  to  them,  Wilford  Lorin  Garrison,  born  in  1914  in  Missouri,  Floyd  W.  Garri¬ 
son,  born  1916  in  Missouri,  Milton  Gilbert  Garrison,  born  in  1917  in  Iowa  and 
Clara  Ovjen  Garrison,  born  1921  in  Iowa.

According  to  the  record  we  have  obtained  the  descendants  of  Silas  R. 

Nugen,  Sr.,  from  Great  Grandfather  Richard  Nugen  down  to  the  present  (1924) 
number  one  hundred  twenty  (120)  people. 

The  grand  total  of  descendants  from  the  four  Nugen  brothers  who  came  to 
Iowa  in  1840,  to  date,  is  close  to  four  hundred  (400)  people. 

In  writing  this  history,  I  find  a  great  similarity  of  given  names  and 
have  tried  to  make  it  so  plain  that  any  one  interested  in  tracing  any  individual 
or  individuals  would  have  no  difficulty  in  tracing  them  back  to  the  family  from 
which  they  originally  sprung. 

This  record  is  mode  up  in  part  from  personal  recollection  and  from  inter¬ 
viewing  older  relatives,  in  part  from  data  from  Family  records,  and  in  part  by 
correspondence  with  different  people  related  or  connected^ to  the  Nugen  family. 

I,  G0iumbus  Nugen,  have  taken  considerable  pains  to  get  the  facts,  and  if 
errors  have  been  made  I  hope  they  are  few  and  of  minor  importance. 

If,  at  a  future  date,  some  reader  of  this  History  shall  take  the  trouble 
to  carry  it  forward  and  make  a  permanent  Record,  I  will  have  accomplished  all 
that  I  started  out  to  do. 

Now,  as  a  closing  thought,  I  hope  all  who  may  read  this  History  of  the 
Nugen  family,  will  make  out  of  their  life,  all  that  is  possible  in  the  way  of 
usefulness,  the  living  of  a  life  is  a  serious  business.  The  life  that  absorbs 
from  the  world — gets  everything  it  can  out  of  the  world — and  gives  back  nothing 
to  the  world,  IS  NOT  WORTH  WHILE,  but  is  a  flat  waste  of  human  force.

The  whole  crowd  was  soon  against 
me,  and  it  looked  as  if  anything  might  happen.  Pretty  soon,  though, 
a  man  spoke  up  and  said  they  should  hear  what  the  boy  had  to  say 
for  himself.  I  told  them  what  had  happened,  and  he  said: 

WBby  the  nation'  he  pronounced  nation  very  slowly  and  emphat¬ 
ically.  "By  the  nation,  I  believe  the  boy  is  right."  That  man  was 
Chalres  Nugen.  His  words  settled  the  crowd  and  they  said  no  more 
about  it.  Three  of  his  sons  were  serving  in  the  Civil  War  then.'
